The  Moderator,  Oscar  Morin,  Jr.,  opened  the  meet- 
ing at  10:00  A.M.,  read  through  article  1  of  the  War- 
rant,- the  certification  of  posting  same  by  the  Selectmen; 
and  declared  the  remainder  of  the  Warrant  would  be 
taken  up  at  7:00  P.M. 

The  Moderator  appointed  Marion  Harrington  (r)and

places  prior  to  opening  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Pike  made  the  motion  to  keep  the  polls  open 
until  action  on  the  Warrant  has  ceased.  Motion  was 
seconded  and  voted  in  the  affirmative.  The  Moderator 
declared    the    polls    open    for    voting    at   10:05  A.M. 

At  7:00  P.M.,  the  Moderator,  Mr.  Morin,  called  the 
meeting  to  order  to  take  action  on  the  remaining 
articles  in  the  Warrant.  Eacharticlewasread  and  acted 
upon  as  follows: 

Article  1:  Officers  not  on  the  ballot  were  nominated 
from  the  floor,  in  separate  motions,  for  the  following 
groups  of  officers:  (a)  Frank  Gray  made  the  motion 
that  Stanley  Spiewack,  Warren  Douglas,  and  William 
Courser  be  re-elected  as  Surveyors  of  Wood  and 
Lumber.  Motion  seconded  by  Mr.  Hebert  and  voted 
in  the  affirmative;  (b)  Donald  Botsford  made  the  motion 
that  Homer  Enderson,  John  Bates,  Roland  Casey,  Rutger 
Broek,  Leslie  Pike  and  James  Gilbert  be  re-elected  as 
Weighers  of  Commodities.  Everett  Hardy  seconded 
the  motion  and  it  was  voted  in  the  affirmative;  (c) 
Mr.   Murray  made  the  motion  that  George  Browning 


Jr.,  Roland  Boisclair,  Melvin  Johnson,  and  Roland 
Gagnon  be  re-elected  as  Fence  Viewers.  Frank  Gray 
seconded  the  motion  and  it  was  voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive.

Ad- 
justed and  corrected  total  will   be  $216,237.41. 
Frank  Gray  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  reports  with 
the  corrections.    Motion  seconded  by  Donald  Botsford 
and  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  6:  Ralph  Page  made  the  motion  that  the  Town 
raise  and  appropriate  six  hundred  eleven  dollars  and 
forty  one  cents  ($611.41),  the  State  to  furnish  four 
thousand  seventy  six  dollars  and  four  cents  ($4,076.04), 
the  some  to  be  expended  under  the  State  Highway 
Department  for  Class  V  Town  Road  Assistance.  Motion 
seconded  by  Archie  Campbell  and  voted  in  theaffirma- 
tive. 

Article  7:  Donald  Botsford  made  the  motion  that  the 
Town  authorize  the  annual  expenditure  of  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500.00)  to  support  the  operation  of  the  Emer- 
gency Ambulance  by  the  V.F.W.  Post  No.  2860.

the  motion  to  accept  the  section  as  read.  Mr.  Gingros 
seconded,  and  it  was  voted  in  the  affirmative;  (3)  per- 
taining to  the  election  of  the  Budget  Committee  by 
secret  ballot  -  John  tuckers  mode  the  motion  to  accept 
the  section  as  read,  and  Mrs.  Granger  seconded.  The 
Moderator  referred  to  R.S.A.  Chap.

Define  their  duties,  recommend  salaries  or  in- 
crease, set  up  schedules,  set  up  classifications  and 
standards,  approve  all  bills  and  moke  annual  reports, 
leaving  police  departments  to  do  police  work.  This 
would  be  done  at  monthly  meetings. 

E  -  That  the  sum  of  110,000.00  be  appropriated 
for   the   addition   of   two  full   time   police  officers.    Or; 

F  -  That  the  sum  of  55,000.00  be  appropriated 
for  the  addition  of  one  full  time  police  officer. 

G  -  It  is  moved  that  the  sum  of  53,500.00  be 
appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  another  police  cruiser 
to  be  purchased  through  the  State  Purchasing  Agent, 
(inserted  by  Petition) 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  as  many  items 
as  possible  be  purchased  through  the  State  Purchasing

(1)  Taxes  &  Growth — Even  though  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  town  con- 
tinued to  increase  during  the  period  on  which  the  1967  tax  rate  was  based, 
the  demand  for  municipal  services,  especially  that  of  the  school  district, 
resulted  in  a  budget  which  the  additional  valuation  could  not  compensate  on 
the  1966  tax  rate,  hence  a  substantial  increase  in  the  rate  for  1967.  A 
careful  study  of  the  charts  found  elsewhere  in  this  report  will  afford  an  in 
depth  analysis  of  this  situation.  According  to  the  State  agency  charged  with 
estimating  the  population  increase  or  decrease  of  the  communities  comprising 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Town  of  Hooksett  has  increased  its  population 
from  approximately  thirty  seven  hundred  in  1960  to  approximately  sixty  one 
hundred  in  1967.  For  the  first  time  in  nearly  a  decade  it  would  appear  that 
residential  growth  has  begun  to  outstrip  our  commercial  growth — this  of  course 
means  that  more  service  is  required  per  dollar  evaluation  than  ever  before, 
consequently  a  sharp  rise  in  our  tax  rate. 

(2)  Reassessment— Article  9  of  the  1967  Town  Warrant  made  available  the 
sum  of  $16,000.  for  the  complete  reevaluotlon  of  the  town  by  the  Tax  Com- 
mission of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  This  evaluation  is  at  the  present  time 
well  underway  and  should  be  completed  in  late  spring  or  early  summer  of 
1968.  The  1968  tax  rate  will  be  based  upon  this  evaluation  and  all  property 
will  be  listed  at  100%  of  value.  In  the  opinion  of  this  board, this  is  perhaps 
the  most  significant  action  taken  by  this  town  in  many  years.  For  the  first 
time  In  Hooksett's  history  the  blotter  book  will  represent  the  full  and  true 
value  of  all  taxable  property  located  within  the  town.

(4)  Highway  Department — As  usual  Mr.  Bernard  Zapora  and  his  assistants 
have  performed  duties  In  an  admirable  manner.  By  the  end  of  1968,  all  new 
streets,  the  surfacing  of  which  was  the  responsibility  of  the  town,  will  be 
completed.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  In  cooperation  with  Mr.  Zapora  will  then 
turn  their  attention  to  a  program  designed  to  maintain  both  old  and  new 
highways  and  streets  In  a  way  which  should  be  a  vast  improvement  over  the 
past. 

(5)  Police  and  F 
tendered  his  res 

Chief  Rice  hod  served  his  town  in  this  capacity  for  a  period  of  approximately 
twenty-three  years,  no  man  could  possibly  have  had  a  finer  record  of  service 
^nd  devotion  to  his  community  than  that  possessed  by  Lindsay  Rice.  The 
patience  and  kindness  with  which  he  faced  the  many  difficult  and  frustrating 
problems  peculiar  to  Police  work  will  long  be  remembered  by  those  people 
privileged  to  have  been  associated  with  him  In  the  administration  of  this  town. 

Robert  Giles,  an  experienced  Police  Officer  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy  created  by  Chief  Rice''s  resignation.  At  the  same  time  Maurice 
Bolsvert  was  appointed  as  a  permanent  officer.  The  new  Chief  and  his 
assistants  are  working  hard  and  enthusiastically  to  reorganize  the  department 
on  a  sound  and  permanent  basis  and  are  apparently  successful  In  their  efforts. 

Chief  Collerette  and  Chief  Law,  together  with  the  hard  working  volunteer 
fire  departments  of  the  Village  and  South  Hooksett  continue  to  give  us 
excellent  fire  protection  at  an  extremely  low  cost. 

(6)  Planning  &  Development — Our  Planning  Board  under  the  able  chair- 
ma  nship~~or"WaiTerrTlarvey"7lTave  just  completed  the  busiest  year  since  the 
formation  of  the  Hooksett  Planning  Board. 

The  new  sub-division  ordinance  took  over  complete  control  of  all  housing 
projects  as  of  March  1967.  They  are  now  the  entire  responsibility  of  the 
Planning  Board.  The  transition  has  been  orderly  but  at  times  difficult, 
especially  in  the  area  of  interpretation  of  the  ordinance.  Our  Planning  Board 
is  the  one  agency  that  will  assure  orderly  growth  and  development  in  this 
town. 

Article  8  of  the  1967  warrant,  set  up  the  necessary  funds  to  make  the  Town 
of  Hooksett  a  member  of  the  Southeast  Planning  Commission .  Albert 
Beauchesne  and  Conrad  Croteauwere  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  represent 
the  town  on  this  commission  and  we  have  been  assured  by  the  chairman  of  that 
organization  that  these  men  have  discharged  their  obligations  In  a  commenda- 
ble manner.  Our  membership  in  this  Commission  will  prove  In  the  future,  to 
be  of  Inestimable  value  particularly  in  the  area  of  water  supply,  sewage  dis- 
posal and  inter-community  highways.  A  report  of  this  commission  will  appear 
elsewhere  in  the  Annual  Report.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  an  Industrial 
Advisory    Council.      The   function   of   this   council   as   the    name   implies  is  to 


assist  the  Selectrnen  in  inducing  Industry  and  commercial  enterprlzes  to  locate 
in  Hooksett.  Obviously^  the  support  and  interest  of  all  Hooksett  citizens  Is 
necessary  tor  successful  efforts  by  this  council. 

(7)  In  Memorlom — The  entire  town  was  saddened  as  February  28,  1967 
marked  the  death  of  George  A  .  Cook  .  Mr.  Cook's  service  to  his  town  spanned 
two  generations.  He  was  perhaps  the  last  link  that  connected  the  past  with 
the  present.  Mr.  Cook  served  at  various  times  as  Selectman,  Chief  of  Police, 
Road  Agent,  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  finally  as  Representative  to  the  General 
Court,  which  position  he  occupied  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Mr.  Cook  was  a 
colorful  and  at  times  controversial  personality,  but  his  allegiance  and  dedi- 
cation to  the  town  of  Hooksett  never  walvered.  The  memory  of  this  man  will 
be  long  revered  by  the  people  who  were  afforded  the  opportunity  to  have 
served  with  him. 

(8)  Conclusion--As  we  close  this  report,  your  Board  of  Selectmen  would 
once  again  extend  our  thanks  to  the  splendid  cooperation  and  help  given  to 
us  by  all  elected  officials  and  members  of  the  various  boards  and  commissioners 
and  for  the  general  cooperation  and  support  of  all  the  citizens  of  Hooksett. 
We  believe  that  the  future  well  being  of  this  town  rests  entirely  with  com- 
munity effort.

It  is  the  general  desire  of  the  Budget  Committee  that  the  Citizens  and 
that  the  Citizens  and  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Hooksett  be  well  informed  about 
the  financial  management  of  their  Town.  Everyone  should  feel  a  strong  sense 
of  duty  to  participate  in  this  financial  management  and  there  is  an  excellent 
opportunity  to  do  so.  Prior  to  making  any  final  decisions  regarding  the  Pro- 
posed Budgets  for  the  coming  year,  the  Budget  Committee  holds  a  "Public 
Hearing"  where  all  of  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  are  invited  to  attend  and  are 
given  the  opportunity  to  review  the  Proposed  Budgets  of  all  departments,  ask 
questions,  and  voice  their  opinions  regarding  any  part  of  any  Budget.  All 
persons  attending  the  meeting  are  provided  with  the  prior  year's  budget  and 
actual  expenditures  and  the  Proposed  Budgets  for  the  coming  year,  to  assist 
them  in  formulating  their  questions  and  opinions.  Representatives  of  all 
Departments,  the  School  Board  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  present  to 
explain  the  budgets  and  answer  questions.  The  opinions  expressed  at  the 
hearing  strongly  influence  the  final  decisions  made  by  the  Budget  Committee 
so  we  urge  all  Citizens  to  attend  and  participate  in  the  future  so  that  we  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  really  know  what  your  feelings  are  relative  to  the 
Proposed  Budgets  and  can  make  our  decisions  accordingly .  Those  who  have 
been  unhappy  or  dissatisfied  with  the  decisions  of  the  Budget  Committee  in 
the  past  should  realize  that  the  public  hearing  is  the  place  to  make  it  known 
and  to  attempt  to  influence  the  current  or  future  decisions  of  the  Committee. 

Because  a  report  commenting  on  the  Budgets  of  all  departments  would  be 
excessively  long,  we  will  attempt  to  comment  only  on  the  more  substantial  or 
unusual  items.

TOWN    BUDGETS 

Town  Officers'  Solaries  —  The  Selectmen  requested  an  increase  of  about 
$4,000.00  in  this  budget  item  and  explained  that  they  wished  to  raise  their 
solaries  by  $300.00  each  ($900.00  in  total)  and  also  wished  to  raise  the 
Treasurer's  and  Health  Officer's  salaries  and  that  they  expected  the  Tax 
Collector's  salary  to  increose  by  opproximately  $2,750 .00  over  the  amount 
budgeted  for  1967,  We  approved  the  increases  for  the  Selectmen,  Treasurer, 
and  Health  Officer  but  felt  that  we  should  investigate  the  Tax  Collector's 
salary.  Upon  investigotion  we  found  that  this  salary  is  based  on  a  percentage 
of  taxes  collected  and  because  of  the  growth  of  the  Town  has  increased  from 
about  $4,100.00,  paid  in  1964,  to  almost  $6,600.00  paid  in  1967,  and,  in 
1968,  it  was  expected  to  exceed  $8,000.00,  which  would  be  about  double 
the  1964  amount.  Although  we  understand  thot  the  Tax  Collector's  office  is 
being  operated  very  efficiently,  we  felt  that  the  salary  should  be  limited  to  a 
more  realistic  amount  which  would  be  in  keeping  with  the  solaries  paid  to  the 
Tax  Collectors  of  other  towns  similar  in  size  and  population.  Since  the  salary 
con  only  be  changed  by  a  vote  at  Town  Meeting,  we  hove  drafted  an  article 
and  petitioned  the  Selectmen  to  include  it  in  their  Warrant.  The  article  pro- 
poses that  the  salary  be  set  at  $5,000.00  in  1968  and  be  subject  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  after  that.  We  wish  to  emphasize  that  this 
action  is  not  intended  to  be  a  reflection  on  the  performance  or  efficiency  of 
the  current  Tax  Collector,  it  was  merely  part  of  our  job  to  see  that  the  Town 
pays  a  reasonable  amount  for  services  rendered. 

Porks  and  Ploygrounds  —  The  Proposed  Budget  of  $10,405.00  has  been  re- 
duced  to  $3,850.00  by  the  removal  of  two  items.  $500.00,  which  was  re- 
quested for  the  purchase  of  a  used  truck,  has  been  deleted  because  the 
Cemetery  Dept.  has  offered  to  share  Its  truck  with  the  Porks  and  Playgrounds 
Dept.  since  neither  would  need  a  truck  on  a  full-time  basis.  $6,055.00, 
requested  for  construction  of  a  double  tennis  court  at  Arthur  Donoti  Memorial 
Field  was  also  deleted  because  it  was  brought  out  at  the  public  hearing  that 
the  $chool  Board  does  not  consider  the  proposed  site,  which  Is  In  the  vicinity 
of  the  "s/illoge  School,  available  for  that  purpose.  Perhaps  the  item  con  be 
considered  again  in  the  future  when  another  site  can  be  found  but  we  would 
like  to  recommend  that,  at  that  time,  the  specifications  be  clearly  drafted 
and  that  competitive  bids  be  secured  so  that  we  may  consider  the  problem 
with  more  Information  available  to  us. 

Police  Department  —  The  rapid  growth  of  the  Town  has  mode  It  necessary  to 
expand  the  police  force  from  one  to  two  full-time  officers  and  "around-the- 
clock"  use  of  the  cruiser  will  necessitate  its  replacement  in  the  coming  year. 
These  facts  account  for  the  majority  of  the  almost  $13,000.00  increase  in  the 
Proposed  Budget  for  1968  over  the  1967  budget.  The  Budget  Committee 
unonlmouslyapproves  of  the  increased  police  protection  being  mode  available 
to  the  Citizens  of  the  Town.

Sewer  Commission  —  It  was  necessary,  due  to  State  requirements,  to  have  a 
new  leach  field  installed  at  the  Sherwood  Forest  Development  and  the  cost  of 
over  $6,000.00  is  Included  In  the  1968  Proposed  Budget  and  accounts  for  the 
mojorlty  ui  the  increase  in  that  budget  over  the  1967  amount.  It  is  possible 
that  the  Town  may  be  able  to  recover  all  or  part  of  these  costs  from  the 
Developer. 

Long  Term  Debts  -  Principal  and  Interest  --  Substantial  increases  in  amounts 
budgeted  for  these  items  were  necessary  due  to  the  funds  borrowed  for  con- 
struction of  a  sewer  system  and  treatment  plant,  which  was  approved  at  a 
Town  Meeting  in  the  past.

It  was  brought  to  our  attention  that  the  proposal  to 
form  a  police  commission  is  invalid  under  state  low  and  since  the  problems  of 
Increased  manpower  and  a  new  cruiser  have,  in  our  opinion,  been  odequotely 
provided  for  in  the  Police  Dept.  Proposed  Budget  we  con  see  no  need  for  the 
funds  requested .

No  more  than  a  brief  comment  is  necessary  relative  to  the  budgets  of  the 
Water  Precincts.  Only  very  minor  Increases  hove  been  requested  In  their 
budgets  and  since  we  have  no  reason  to  believe  that  they  are  not  operating 
efficiently  and  economically,  we  have  approved  their  budgets  as  proposed .

BOARD   OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  current  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  was 
elected  at  the  Town  Meeting  held  Tuesday,  March  14, 
1967.  At  its  organization  meeting  on  March  24,  1967, 
the  Board  elected  Ray  Longer  as  its  chairman. 

The  first  act  of  the  Commissioners  was  to  determine 
the  Board's  legal  responsibilities.  Mr.  Donald  Wood- 
bury, Attorney  for  the  Town,  advised  that  the  Board  of 
Sewer  Commissioners  would  act  for  the  Board  of  Select- 
men in  regard  to  administrative  functions  pertaining 
to  all  Hookseft  sewer  facilities.  He  further  recom- 
mended that  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  work 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  determining  policies  of 
the  sewer  commission. 

In  order  to  have  a  complete  understanding  of  these 
objectives  the  Boards  of  Sewer  Commissioners  and 
Selectmen  met  on  April  5,  1  967  at  which  time,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  above  mentioned  duties,  the  problems  of 
funds  for  the  Board  to  carry  on  its  work,  office  space, 
files,  and  office  hours  was  discussed  and  solutions 
arrived  at.  A  date  of  May  4,  1  967  was  arranged  as  a 
general  "get-acquainted"  meeting  to  introduce  the  Board 
of  Sewer  Commissioners  to  members  of  the  project 
engineering  firm  of  Morganroth  Associotes  and  mem- 
bers of  the  State  Water  Pollution  Control  Board. 

At  the  May  4th  meeting  the  Board  of  Sewer  Com- 
missioners was  made  acquainted  with  the  general  as- 
pects of  the  program  and  anticipated  finances.  It  was 
at  this  meeting  that  the  State  representatives  advised 


that  under  the  statutes  approved  by  the  town,  the 
Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  would  be  the  authority 
responsible  for  awarding  the  final  contract  and  for 
handling  all  of  the  details  prior,  during  and  subsequent 
to  construction. 

As  a  result  of  the  discussions  at  this  meeting  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  was 
designated  as  the  Town  of  Hooksett's  authorized  repre- 
sentative to  apply  for  and  accept  Federal  and  State 
Grants  concerning  sewerage  systems  and  sewage  treat- 
ment facilities. 

On  24  May  1967  an  application  for  a  Federal 
Grant  for  Sewage  Treatment  Facilities  for  51J06,300 
was  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare.  On  August  18,  1967  a  Federal  Grant 
of  5640,500  was  offered  and  accepted.  This  initial  grant 
was  being  made  in  the  amount  of  30  per  cent  of  the 
eligible  cost.  In  addition,  upon  approval  of  the  State 
matching  grant  program  the  Town  became  eligible  for 
an  additional  5213,500.  The  papers  for  this  port  of  the 
grant  are  now  being  processed.    When  the  Secretary 


of  the  Interior  approves  the  State  of  New  Hampshire's 
State  Water  Quality  Standards  the  Town  will  become 
eligible  for  on  additional  5213,500  making  o  total  of 
51 ,067,500  in  awards  the  Town  of  Hookseft  will  receive 
from  the  Federal  Government. 

In  addition  to  this  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners 
has  mode  application  to  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  for  additional  funds  in  the 
amount  of  51 15,000  to  aid  in  defraying  the  anticipated 
cost  of  building  laterals  to  the  main  interceptors  which 
laterals  ore  not  eligible  for  federal  funds.  It  is  also 
anticipated  that  5885,200  will  be  forth  coming  from 
State   Grants   over  the  financing  period  of  the  bonds. 

In  October  the  Board  of  Selectmen  completed  nego- 
tiations for  the  sale  of  51,475,000  in  Municipal  Sewer 
Bonds  at  4.2  per  cent  interest.  While  a  portion  of  this 
money  is  available  to  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commis- 
sioners to  finance  its  purchase  of  easements  and  to 
pay  the  costs  of  the  project  engineers,  the  major  port 
is  working  for  the  Town  of  Hookseft  at  a  higher  rate  of 
interest.

Commissioners  existance,  the  construction  of  the  sewer- 
age system,  lags,  the  problems  of  every  day  living 
keep  the  Board  active.  Early  in  the  summer  it  was 
found  that  the  State  Highway  Department  would  not 
approve  the  connecting  of  the  sewage  system  for  the 
Village  School  to  the  existing  drains  in  South  Main 
Street.  After  discussions  with  the  engineers  in  the 
Highwoy  Department,  the  State  Board  of  Health  and 
the  Water  Pollution  Control  Board  the  Board  of  Sewer 
Commissioner  projected  a  plan  acceptable  to  all  con- 
cerned. Septic  tanks  for  pretreatment  were  installed 
and  instead  of  having  to  build  a  leach  field  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  approximately  525,000thestateagreed 
to  allow  us  to  pump  the  treated  liquids  into  the  existing 
drains  at  a  savings  of  over  517,000. 

The  Board,  at  the  direction  of  the  State  Water  Pollu- 
tion Control  Board  and  under  its  supervision  has  had 
to  rebuild  the  leach  field  at  the  Sherwood  Forest 
Development    to    eliminate   a   serious   health    hazard. 

Negotiations  have  been  concluded  for  the  Majority 
of  easements  required  to  cross  private  lands  when  the 
main  interceptors  are  installed.  At  this  time  there  are 
still  a  few  loose  ends  to  tie  up  but  the  Board  expects 
them  to  be  concluded  before  the  final  contract  is  let  out 
for  bidding  the  end  of  January.  It  is  hoped  that  by  the 
time  of  the  Town  Meeting  in  March  further  informa- 
tion will  be  available. 

In  accordance  with  the  directives  of  the  statutes 
under  which  this  Board  was  elected  the  Board  has 
discussed  and  approved  a  set  of  sewer  ordinances  and 
a  permit  system  designed  to  control  the  installation  of 
sewer  lines  into  the  public  sewer  system.  In  addition 
to  specifying  how  the  system  must  be  installed  they 
provide  for  a  system  of  final  inspections  prior  to  cover- 
ing the  pipe.  These  ordinances  are  intended  to  protect 
the  homeowner  and  the  Town  of  Hooksett  from  future 
problems  which  may  and  do  arise  when  shoddy  meth- 
ods of  installation  are  used.  Please  secure  a  permit 
from  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  prior  tobreak- 


ing  ground  for  the  purpose  of  laying,  entering,  repair- 
ing or  altering  any  main  drain  or  common  sewer. 
They  are  available  at  the  Office  of  the  Board  of  Sewer 
Commissioners  at  the  Municipal  Building.  Office  hours 
are  maintained  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesday 
between  the  hours  of  7  and  9  p.m.

Plans  were  mode  to  pave  the  road  immediately 
north  of  the  Chapel  at  Head's  but  early  onset  of  cold 
weather  prevented  it.  It  is  hoped  that  this  road  and 
the  one  south  of  the  Chapel  can  be  paved  in  1968 
as  both  of  these  roods  wash  out  in  heavy  rains.  We 
hope  to  continue  improvements  by  creating  new  lots 
at  Martin's  and  at  some  future  time  a  mausoleum  or 
other  memorial  at  the  new  development  at  Head's 
Cemetery.

The  Planning  Board  has  held  seventeen  regular 
meetings,  three  special  meetings  and  two  public  hear- 
ings during  1967.  Planning  Board  members  are: 
Warren  Harvey,  Chairman,  Albert  Beauchesne,  Co- 
chairman,  Nelson  Lambert,  Ralph  Page,  Roland  Lev- 
esque,  Armond  Roberge  and  Conrad  Croteau,  who 
replaced  Roland  Therrien  in  October  of  1967.  Roy 
Cowell,  a  member  of  the  Southern  New  Hampshire 
Planning  Commission,  attends  Planning  Board  meetings 
and  serves  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

Additional  funds  for  the  Urban  Planning  Assistance 


Program,  also  called  the  701  Program,  have  been 
allocated  by  the  Federal  Government buthavenotbeen 
released.  Hooksett's  application  has  been  approved 
and  the  money  for  implementation  should  be  received 
before  July,  1968.  The  voters  of  the  Town  hove  ap- 
propriated 57,535.00  during  the  last  two  years,  which 
is  being  held  in  escrow,  as  the  Town's  share  of  this 
program.  The  Federal  Government  will  contribute 
approximately  *I6,570.00.  The  firm  of  MetcolfS,  Eddy, 
Inc.,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  have  tentatively  been  engaged 
to  conduct  the  planning  survey. 
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The  Planning  Board  has  been  cooperating  with  the 
Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  for 
our  mutual  aid  and  assistance  in  present  and  future 
planning  projects.  Albert  Beauchesne  and  Conrad 
Croteau  serve  as  the  Town's  two  representatives  on 
this  Commission. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  proposed  an  amend- 
ment to  the  zoning  ordinance.  This  was  submitted 
to  the  Town  and  was  approved  as  recommended  by 
the  Board. 

Members  of  the  Board  hove  witnessed  the  rapid 
and  orderly  growth  of  our  Town  during  the  post  year 
and  ore  convinced  this  growth  will  continue  in  a  man- 
ner beneficial  to  all  Hooksett  residents.

Annual  Report-  1967 

We  are  pleased  to  begin  our  annual  report  by 
mentioning  that  a  total  of  only  33alarmswere  received 
during  the  year.  According  to  our  records,  this  is  the 
lowest  number  of  calls  in  13  years.  These  fires  in- 
volved property  valued  at  approximately  5244,500.00 
and  the  damage  to  these  properties  was  estimated  at 
515,450.00.  It  required  a  total  of  514  manhours  from 
the  members.  There  were  a  variety  of  calls  which 
included:  7  for  building  fires;  4  for  auto  and  trucks; 
2  for  mobile  homes;  7  brush  fires;  1  chimney  fire; 
1  snowmobile  fire;  3  calls  for  the  Town  dump;  3  false 
alarms;  and  1  emergency  call.  Also  included  were  4 
calls  for  mutual  aid  assistance,  2  from  Hooksett  Village 
and  one  each  from  Pembroke  and  Allenstown. 

Three  members  resigned  during  the  year.  Resign- 
ing were:  Gerard  Labore,  Henry  Silkmon  and  James 
Lodge.  To  fill  these  vacancies  three  new  members 
were  accepted  after  completing  the  prescribed  training 
course.  They  are  William  Lavalley,  Harvey  Cham- 
pagne and  Gerald  Desrochers. 

Five  members  were  awarded  certificates  for  at- 
tending the  annual  New  Hampshire  Fire  Chief's  Club 
Training  School  at  Fitzwilliams.  Those  completing  this 
course  were  Norman  Morrissette,  Paul  Larocque,  Wil- 
liam Lavalley,  Gerald  Desrochers  and  Kenneth  Silk- 
man. 

Some  of  the  major  improvements  to  the  Department 
this  year  included  an  addition  of  one  30  minute  self 
contained  breathing  pack  which  was  purchased  with 
matching  funds  thru  Civil  Defense.  Two  additional 
home  radio  monitors  were  added  to  bring  our  total  to 
eight  now  in  service.  Also  added  was  an  electronic 
siren  on   Engine   No.  1  to  replace  a  defective  model. 


As  you  will  see  in  the  warrant,  we  have  inserted  an 
article  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  combination  pumper 
and  tanker.  This  is  to  replace  our  1939  Dodge  tanker 
which  will  be  retired  in  the  spring  because  it  hos  be- 
come unsafe  to  be  used  on  the  highways,  especially 
as  an  emergency  vehicle.  This  rig  has  been  in  service 
for  the  past  27  years.  It  was  purchased  and  remodeled 
twice  by  the  Department  at  no  cost  to  the  Town.  The 
new  apparatus  will  be  a  Class  A750GPM  combination 
pumper  with  a  water  capacity  of  1,000  gallons  and  will 
be  similar  to  the  rig  purchased  in  1964. 

Major  improvements  to  the  exteribr  of  the  building 
are  contemplated  for  the  coming  year.  Since  this 
station  is  located  in  a  residential  area  we  believe  that 
It  should  blend  with  the  surrounding  properties.  Plans 
are  for  two  coats  of  paint  of  a  color  that  will  blend  with 
the  surroundings  and  also  new  steel  letters  for  the 
front  of  the  building.  Planting  of  some  trees  will  also 
be  part  of  the  project. 

A  total  of  22  permits  were  issued  for  the  installation 
of  power  oil  burner  equipment.  Of  this  total  seven 
required  re-inspection  before  operating  permits  could 
be  issued.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


The  Town  of  Hooksett  has  answered  five  Forest  Fire  calls  during  1967. 
1  call  for  aid  to  Allenstown.  A  total  of  24  acres  was  the  area  burned.  This 
is  25  acres  less  than  the  previous  year.  We  were  very  lucky  to  have  lots  of 
rain  during  the  summer  keeping  the  woods  wet.  Also  burning  permits  were 
specified  to  burn  before  9:00  A.M.  in  the  morning  or  after  5:00  P.M.  in  the 
evening.  The  total  of  fire  permits  issued  were  235  for  1967.  We  have  added 
to  the  Forestry  a  1200  Gallon  Tanker  Truck  and  also  overhauled  the  4  Wheel 
Drive  completely  so  that  all  Forestry  Equipment  is  in  A-1  condition.

"Change  is  the  foundation  of  progress"  according  to 
a  Greek  Philosopher  back  in  760  B.C.:  and  since  the 
spiralhng  demands  for  changes  in  our  Educational 
system  occasioned  by  the  constantly  increasing  influx 
of  students  and  the  changing  demands  of  our  economy 
is  considered  progress  the  old  sage  was  right. 

Hooksett  has  recognized  that  changes  in  our  school 
facilities,  our  teaching  staff  and  our  curriculum  would 
serve  our  children  more  efficiently  than  in  previous 
years. 

Hooksett  has  heeded  the  necessity  for  these  changes 
and  acted  to  offer  its  children  the  ultimate  benefit  these 
changes  could  provide. 

A  new  addition  to  the  Village  School  now  in  the 
process  of  completion  is  the  latest  in  the  expansion  of 
Hooksett's  school  facilities. 


However,  the  rapidity  with  which  change  follows 
upon  change  in  all  sectors  and  at  all  levels  of  our 
Educational   system   is  disconcerting  to  say  the  least. 

New  products,  new  techniques,  new  materials  are 
keeping  School  Boards  heads  spinning.  Add  to  this 
the  educational  climate  with  competitive  threats  from 
surrounding  school  systems,  increased  militancy  on  the 
part  of  available  teachers,  coupled  with  a  growing 
lack  of  trained  and  experienced  teachers  plus  the 
impact  of  Government  on  the  Educational  process  and 
they  all  combine  to  make  the  School  Board's  job  in- 
finitely more  complex  than  even  5  years  ago. 

Normally  we  find  change  exciting,  but  with  changes 
occurring  so  rapidly  and  piling  one  upon  the  other 
goes  a  degree  of  uncertainty. 

Are  we  keeping  abreast  of  all  these  demands?  Are 
we  providing  the  right  facilities,  the  right  teachers,  the 
right  courses  of  study  to  make  our  children's  education 
meaningful,  arrest  their  attention  and  impart  genuine 
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learning  to  equip  them  for  life  outside  the  classroom? 

With  spiralling  costs  are  we  paying  too  much  or  too 
little  for  our  children's  education?  We  have  critics  who 
maintain  we  are  doing  both. 

While  it  is  unwise  for  us  to  pay  too  much,  we  believe 
it  is  worse  for  us  to  pay  too  little.  If  we  pay  too  much 
we  only  lose  an  amount  of  money.  If  we  pay  too  little 
we  could  lose  everything,  if  what  we  bought  was  in- 
capable of  doing  that  which  it  was  bought  to  do.  There 
is  a  common  law  of  business  balance  which  prohibits 
paying  a  little  and  getting  a  lot  -  it  just  cannot  be  done. 
If  we  always  deal  with  the  lowest  bidder,  we  must  odd 
something  for  the  risk  that  we  run,  and  if  we  do  that 
we  will  have  enough  to  pay  for  something  better. 
Quality  is  never  an  accident.  It  is  always  the  result 
of  intelligent  effort  and  it  not  only  applies  to  building 
materials,  but  to  teachers,  to  administrotion,  to  cur- 
riculum as  well.  All  works  of  quality  must  bear  a  price 
in  proportion  to  the  skill,  time,  expense  and  risk  at- 
tending their  creation.  Thus  everything  has  its  proper 
and  true  worth  at  any  given  time,  in  relation  to  every- 
thing else. 

What  about  our  children?  They  are  the  reason  for 
all  this  effort  and  expense.  What  problems  must  they 
face  in  a  rapidly  expanding  world  and  how  can  our 
educational  system  best  equip  them  for  the  tomorrows 
that  will  certainly  come? 

Riding  the  crest  of  the  nation's  affluence,  our  chil- 
dren have  both  the  time  and  the  opportunity  to  view 
the  world  critically.  If  not  always  in  the  proper  per- 
spective. Perhaps  at  some  unconscious  level  they  are 
afraid  there  may  not  be  a  future;  that  in  a  flash  their 
world  could  be  snuffed  out.  In  any  event,  television 
has  not  only  made  them  more  worldly  than  we  parents 
were  at  their  age,  it  has  reinforced  their  contact  with 
the  Quickened  Tempo  of  the  present. 

It  is  this  pace  of  change  which,  not  surprisingly, 
mokes  their  future  less  easy  to  define  in  terms  of  any 
blueprint  as  to  how  things  will  be.  Where  previous 
generations  hod  the  advantage  of  a  gradual  transition 


period  between  childhood  and  maturity,  their  genera- 
tion hos  hod  virtually  no  period  of  "innocence".  TV 
and  the  Mass  Media  has  changed  all  that.  Thus,  for 
our  children  no  subject  is  taboo,  no  area  of  life  a 
mystery. 

With  on  ever  larger  percentage  of  Mothers  joining 
the  work-force,  close  family  relationships  have  often 
suffered  and  as  the  world  has  grown  so  large,  the 
amount  to  be  "known"  or  learned  or  absorbed  so 
enormous  with  the  pace  of  change  so  staggering  it  is 
not  surprising  that  our  children  tend  to  direct  their 
search    for    value    ond   meaning  within  themselves. 

Nowhere  is  this  smothering  effect  of  size  more 
apparent  than  in  our  schools.  The  mere  pressure  of 
numbers  has  created  a  new  threat  of  impersonaliza- 
tion.  Teachers  are  faced  with  a  conflict  between  pro- 
viding students  with  a  challenging  learning  experience 
and  the  steadily  growing  mountain  of  accumulated 
information  that  our  children  must  absorb  if  they  are 
ever  to  become  "expert"  in  any  single  field. 

All  this  fosters  a  condition  of  insecurity  to  which  our 
young  people  are  particularly  sensitive. 


It  would  seem  there  is  little  that  parents  or  teachers 
can  do  to  stem  the  materialistic  tide  which  continues  to 
sweep  our  country  since  it  is  constantly  stimulated  by 
the  needs  and  desires  of  the  body,  but  certainly  there 
can  be  a  greater  emphasis  placed  upon  the  social 
sciences  by  both  parents  and  teachers.  We  can  also 
see  to  it  that  clear  cut  principles,  with  plausible  and 
rational  reasons  for  policies  plus  action  and  direction 
are  given  our  young  people  instead  of  the  dishonesty, 
uncertainty  and  lack  of  decisiveness  that  is  played  up 
so  often  today. 

Lack  of  communication  is  not  the  barrier  between 
adults  and  young  people  that  it  used  to  be,  but 
misinfoi'mation  is  and  never  was  a  barrier  more  worth 
breaking  down.  It  is  therefore  in  this  area  that  parents 
and  teachers  can  be  of  real  help  to  our  young  people. 
We    hope    you    will  feel   it  is  as   important  as  we  do.

Hookseff's  enrollments  continue  to  grow  at  a  rapid 
rate.  While  the  percentage  of  increase  from  1957-58 
to  1962-63  was  39  per  cent  the  increase  in  the  next 
5  years  was  45.6  per  cent.  At  this  moment  we  antici- 
pate from  970  to  1000  pupils  for  1968-69.  This  could 
be  somewhat  less  than  970  but  with  continued  growth 
the  top  figure  of  1000  could  be  exceeded.  With  the 
expanded  facilities  at  the  Village  School,  Hooksettwill 
have  enough  classrooms  for  a  lew  years  but  if  the 
rote  of  growth  of  the  last  5  years  continue  all  class- 
rooms will  be  in  use  in  6  or  7  years  and  will  fill  to 
maximum  capacity  in  about  10  years.  Hooksett's  rote 
of  growth  must  be  watched  very  carefully  year  by  year. 


Increased  facilities  and  enrollments  mean  expanding 
budgets,  but  it  must  be  noted  that  tHooksett's  estimated 
pupil  cost  for  the  current  year  is  5373,  while  the  state 
average  is  S440.  This  is  good  evidence  that  money  is 
not  being  wasted  and  also  that  we  are  not  offering  an 
educational  program  as  wide  in  its  scope  as  ore  many 
others.  If  the  rate  of  growth  should  decrease  it  would 
then  be  desirable  to  consider  expanded  educational 
programs  for  grades  7  &  8  particularly. 

Your  support  of  the  Hooksett  Schools  has  been  ex- 
cellent and  is  sincerely  appreciated.

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With  an  ever-increasing  number  of  pupils  to  be  ac- 
commodated, local  school  districts  ore  confronted  with 
the  problem  of  trying  to  provide  quality  education  in 
the  face  of  a  teacher  shortage  destined  to  continue  for 
at  least  a  few  more  years.  Becouse  it  is  nation-wide, 
the  matter  of  attracting  competent  teachers  to  a  com- 
munity has  had  to  assume  a  new  dimension  in  re- 
cruiting. Compared  with  on  era  when  teachers  applied 
directly  for  a  position,  the  school  superintendent  now 
must  spend  much  time  and  energy  in  directing  a  cam- 
paign designed  to  focus  the  attention  of  teachers  on  a 
particular  community.  Failure  to  go  to  sources  of 
supply  leaves  a  town  with  little  choice  but  to  fill  its 
classrooms  with  Individuals  who  ore  teachers  in  name 
only. 

In  the  spring  of  1967,  the  superintendents  of  New 
Hampshire  were  in  the  process  of  attempting  to  fill 
nearly  1900  vacancies,  over  800  of  which  were  at  the 
elementary  level.  These  vacancies  represented  a 
44  per  cent  increase  over  1965,  when  it  already  was 
apparent  that  the  supply  of  teachers  was  critical.  The 
problem  was  further  compounded  with  relatively  small 
classes  of  teachers  being  graduated  from  New  Hamp- 
shire colleges;  only  132  elementary  teachers  were 
granted  degrees  by  the  state  colleges  at  Keene  and 
Plymouth  in  1967. 

Never  before  has  it  been  as  imperative  that  an 
entire  town  bend  its  efforts  in  the  quest  for  capable 
teachers.  School  boards  and  administrators  need 
sympathetic  support  in  staffing,  equipping  and  main- 
taining schools.  Additionally,  teachers  are  sensitive 
to  community  attitude;  they  have  little  inclination  to 
seek  employment  in  a  district  where  there  isonly  minor 
regard  for  education.  In  the  final  analysis,  all  of  the 
inhabitants  of  a  community  exert  a  direct  influence  on 
the  kind  of  on  educational  program  that  is  offered. 
Failure  to  render  support  will  lead  to  inferior  instruc- 
tion in  the  school  system.  Ultimately,  society  in  general 
will  be  the  real  loser,  for  those  children  who  have  been 
short-changed  in  school  will  be  unable  to  make  con- 
tributions in  keeping  with  what  was  their  potential.

(514,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  two  (2) 
66  passenger  conventional  school  Busses,  such  sum  to 
be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  not  exceeding  Fourteen 
thousand  Dollars  (514,000.00)  in  Serial  Notes  under 
the  provisions  of  RSA  33,  said  notes  to  be  amortized 
over  a  period  of  five  years. 

4.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate   the    sum    of    Twenty-two    thousand    Dollars 


(522,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  covering  the  deficit  for 
the  1966-67  fiscal  year,  said  deficit  being  caused  pri- 
marily because  of  an  increase  in  High  School  lui^ion 
occurring  after  the  Budget  for  that  year  was  accepted.

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  School  District 
during  the  fiscal  year  Is  made  In  Exhibit  B,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the 
change  indicated  therein. 

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  -  Estimated  and 
Actual  Revenues:    (Exhibits  C  &  D) 


Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  estimated 
and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1967,  ore  presented 
in  Exhibits  C  and  D .  As  Indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary  (Exhibit  D) ,  a  net 
overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $14,900.65,  less  a  revenue  surplus  of

emergency   which   necessitates   making  on  expenditure  In  excess  of  budgetary  Lionel  J.  DeGrace,  Auditor 

appropriations,    the    School     Board,    with    the   approval    of   the    Town   budget  Laurence  M.  Bean,  Accountant 

committee.  Is  required  to  apply  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  a 
certificate  authorizing  such  emergency  spending .  The  records  do  not  Indicate 
that  this  requirement  was  fulfilled. 

Chapter  32,  Section  10  of  the  R.   S.  A.  ,  is  quoted  herewith: 

"Exceeding  Appropriations.  In  towns  adopting  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  no  board  of  selectmen,  school  board,  commissioners  of  a  village 
district  wholly  within  said  town,  or  other  expending  agency  shall  pay  or 
agree  to  pay  any  money  or  Incur  any  liability  Involving  the  expenditure  of 
money  for  any  purpose  for  which  an  appropriation  has  not  been  mode,  or  in 
excess  of  any  appropriation  or  allotment  made  to  It,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
poying  Judgments  rendered  against  the  town  or  school  district  or  sold  village 
district,  provided,  however,  thotin  case  of  sudden  and  unexpected  emergency 
the  selectmen  or  village  commissioners  on  application  to  the  tax  commission 
and  the  school  board  on  application  to  the  state  board  of  education,  after 
hearing,  may  be  given  a  certificate  of  emergency  authorizing  them  to  make 
such  expenditure  or  Incur  such  liability,  provided  that  no  such  certificate  of 
emergency  shall  be  granted  unless  the  budget  committee  of  the  town  has 
approved  the  expenditure.  In  cases  arising  during  the  year  fol  lowing  the 
annual  meeting  where  changes  occur  which  make  It  unnecessary  to  use  the 
amount  appropriated  for  a  specific  purpose,  an  unexpended  balance  may  be 
transferred  by  the  board  of  selectmen  or  the  school  board  or  the  village 
commissioners  of  such  village  district  from  one  appropriation  to  another, 
provided  the  total  amount  expended  for  all  purposes  does  not  exceed  the  total 
amount  appropriated  at  the  town,  school  or  village  district  meetings  for  all 
purposes." 

Conclusion: 


The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that  this 
report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  ( letter  of  transmittal) 
shall  be  published  In  the  next  annual  report  of  the  School  District.

We  are  asking  $1,000.00  increase  in  our  Budget  so  as  to  be  able  to  raise 
the  pay  for  firefighters  from  $1  .40  to  $1  .75  and  Officers  from  $1 .50  to  $2.00 
per  hour.  It  is  very  difficult  to  take  men  from  labor  where  they  can  earn 
from  $2.50  to  $3.00  per  hour  and  leave  for  $1  .40  per  hour.  The  maintenance 
on  our  twenty-seven  year  old  Dodge  is  very  high  as  replacement  parts  are  not 
available  and  we  ore  giving  thought  towards  its  replacement  in  the  future.

Since  my  appointment  last  July  I  hove  tried  my 
best  to  give  the  town  of  Hooksett  twenty-four  hour 
Police  protection  seven  days  a  week.  To  do  this,  a 
full  time  night  police  officer  was  appointed  and  also  a 
full  time  Special  Officer  whose  duties  are  to  cover  the 
hours  from  7:00  P.M.  to  11:30  P.M.  when  the  night 
man  comes  on.  The  Special  officer  also  works  the 
night  man's  nights  off,  and  works  os  much  as  possible 
on  the  week-ends  to  give  me  some  time  off.  At  present, 
the  Chief  of  Police  is  on  duty  eleven  and  a  half  hours 
a  day. 

Since  acquiring  this  office  I  have  come  to  realize 
just  how  busy  this  department  con  be.  We  answer  on 
the  overage  of  fifteen  complaints  pertaining  to  dogs  a 
week,  twenty-five  other  types  of  complaints  such  as 
fights,  intoxicated  persons,  unfounded  complaints  and 
the  like.  Add  to  this  the  patroling  of  roads,  traffic  duty 
at  fires,  schools,  churches,  escorting  funeral  processions 
through  and  to  town,  patroling  school  bus  routes,  one 
can  readily  see  just  how  busy  your  Police  Department 
can  be.

Another  year  has  been  completed  with  efforts  towards 
improving  our  Park  and  Recreation  facilities  in  order 
to  make  the  Town  of  Hooksett  a  better  place  to  live  in. 

The  area  involving  the  two  baseball  fields  at  the 
Village  School  was  dedicated  as  the  Arthur  J.  Donati 
Memorial  Field.  This  was  accomplished  through  the 
efforts  of  members  of  the  Hooksett  Men's  Club.

Our  town  residency  is  6,600.  We  have,  when 
completed,  1,553  spaces.

The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Cammissian 
was  officially  formed  on  August  9,  1966  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  36:37-44,  New  Hampshire  Re- 
vised Statutes  Annotated,  1955,  The  purpose  of  the 
Commission  is  to  enable  member  municipalities  to 
join  together  to  prepare  a  coordinated  plan  for  the 
development  of  the  region.  The  plan  is  to  "encourage 
the  most  appropriate  use  of  the  land,  such  as  for  ag- 
riculture, industry,  commerce,  and  housing;  the  facili- 
tation of  transportation  and  communication;  the  proper 
and  economic  location  of  public  utilities  and  services; 
the  development  of  adequate  recreational  areas;  the 
promotion  of  good  civic  design;  and  the  wise  and  ef- 
ficient expenditure  of  public  funds." 

The  municipal  members  of  the  Commission  are  the 
Towns  of  Auburn,  Bedford,  Goffstown,  Hooksett,  London- 
derry, and  the  City  of  Manchester.  Municipalities  be- 
come members  of  the  Commission  by  ordinance  or 
resolution,  by  the  official  appointment  of  representa- 
tives who  have  been  nominated  by  the  local  Planning 
Board,  and  by  payment  of  fees  authorized  by  the 
Commission. 

The  Commission  has  been  formally  organized  for 
seventeen  months  and  has  met  monthly  during  that 
period.  Business  before  the  Commission  during  this 
initial  period  is  included  in  the  following  major  areas: 
Commission  organization,  review  of  federally-aided 
municipal  projects,  review  of  the  Manchester  Metro- 
politan Planning  Study  (MM PS),  study  of  specific  devel- 
opment projects  and  their  intermunicipol  relationship, 
and   continuation   of  the   regional    planning   program. 


Besides  the  normal  activities  of  organizing  a  new 
public  agency  (bylaws,  officers,  record  keeping),  the 
Commission  was  asked  to  increase  its  size  by  the 
officials  of  Concord,  Nashua,  Derry  and  other  Towns. 
It  was  agreed  that  any  expansion  of  the  Commission 
would  not  be  desirable  at  this  time  in  view  of  the 
pressing  immediate  needs  of  the  Manchester  metro- 
politan area. 

Under  Section  204  of  the  Federal  Demonstration 
Cities  and  Metropolitan  Development  Act  of  1966 
the  Commission  must  review  applications  for  federaf 
financial  assistance  that  involve  a  regional  considera- 
tion. The  Commission  has  reviewed  applications  from 
the  City  of  Manchester  for  open  space,  sewerage  facil- 
ities, water  facilities,  an  incinerator,  and  several  high- 
way improvements.  These  applications  were  in  prog- 
ress during  the  initial  months  of  the  Commission's 
existence  and  the  Town  members  are  now  being  en- 
couraged to  qualify  themselves  for  federal  financial 
assistance  in  their  development  programs.  During 
1968  the  Commission  will  continue  to  review  applica- 
tions to  evaluate  their  consistency  with  comprehensive 
planning  and  with  other  projects  being  developed  in 
the  area. 

The  Manchester  Metropolitan  Planning  Study  was 
completed  and  turned  over  to  the  Commission  during 
1967.  This  study  began  in  1965  and  contains  the 
fundamentals  of  a  Comprehensive  Plan  for  the  region: 
a  Land  Use  Plan,  a  Transportation  Plan,  and  a  Com- 
munity Facilities  Plan.  Of  greatest  immediate  im- 
portance   has   been   the  various  recommendations  for 


traffic  improvements.  The  MM  PS  was  a  special  or- 
ganization made-up  of  representatives  from  the  Fed- 
eral, State,  and  local  governments  for  the  purpose  of 
developing  a  comprehensive  area-wide  regional  plan. 
Prior  to  the  dissolution  of  this  group,  the  Commission 
held  joint  meetings  with  the  MM  PS  Advisory  Com- 
mittee in  an  effort  to  gain  a  full  understanding  of  the 
work  that  had  been  completed.  It  is  now  the  duty  of 
the  Commission  to  review,  update,  and  maintain  this 
regional  plan. 

During  1967  the  Commission  decided  to  add  to  the 
plan  a  detailed  study  of  sewerage  and  water  facilities 
in  all  towns.  An  application  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Federal  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment to  receive  an  Urban  Planning  Assistance  Grant 
for  two-thirds  of  the  $142,000  the  study  will  cost.  Es- 
sentially this  is  an  engineering  study  which  will  include 
a  complete  survey  of  all  existing  facilities,  evaluate 
existing  and  future  needs,  prepare  a  plan  to  provide 
adequate  sewerage  and  water  service  throughout  the 
regional  area,  and  provide  estimates  of  costs.  The 
feasibility  of  expanding  the  Manchester  systems  to 
include  part  or  all  of  the  territory  in  the  surrounding 
towns  will  be  examined.  The  possibility  of  establish- 
ing unified  area-wide  systems  in  a  district  or  authority 
will  be  analyzed.  The  study  is  scheduled  to  lost  two 
years. 

An  additional  part  of  the  planning  program  during 
the  next  two  years  will  include  an  increased  emphasis 
on  coordination  of  municipal  planning  activities  through- 
out the  region,  relating  specific  regional  planning  rec- 


ommendations  to  local  development  programs,  the 
provision  of  new  base  maps  of  tfie  towns,  traffic  en- 
gineering planning,  and  capital  improvement  budget 
programming.  Tfiis  program  is  designed  to  supply 
plans  which  could  solve  many  immediate  problems 
related  to  providing  adequate  sewerage  and  water 
service  to  residents  in  the  region,  while  at  the  some 
time  continuing  the  long-range  planning  program. 

During  the  first  year  of  operation  the  Commission 
was  supported  by  a  10  cent  per  capita  membership 
fee  based  on  the  1960  U.  S.  Census  of  Population. 
The  Commission  authorized  an  increase  in  the  mem- 
bership fee  to  25  cents  per  capita  in  June,  1967,  ef- 
fective in  1968.   These  fees  are  as  follows:

The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission 
has  an  agreement  with  the  City  of  Manchester  to  utilize 


the  parttime  services  of  its  Planning  Board  staff  on  a 
cost  reimbursable  basis.  This  arrangement  hasollowed 
the  Commission  to  provide  the  services  of  a  profes- 
sional city  planner  at  the  monthly  meetings  of  town 
planning  boards.  The  purpose  of  this  service  is  to 
relate  regional  plans  to  those  plans  and  development 
problems  in  the  towns.  This  has  been  a  particularly 
appealing    aspect   of    regional   membership  for  town 


planning  boards.  The  1968  program  anticipates  hiring 
one  fulltime  professional  city  plannerwhichwill  provide 
on  even  greater  service  to  member  towns.  Staff  mem- 
bers are:  James  E.  Minnoch,  Executive  Director;  John 
F.  Grogan,  Assistant  Executive  Director;  Roy  F.  Cowell, 
Neil  A.  Sieminski,  John  B.  Prentiss,  Joseph  J.  Sauser, 
Roland  R.  Boucher,  Agnes  A.  Brady  and  Marguerite  F. 
Knoettner.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS 
The  most  noteworttiy  event  during  the  past  year,  so 
for  as  the  Precinct's  customers  were  concerned,  at 
least,  was  the  problem  of  poor  water  which  occurred 
during  August  and  September.  After  much  investiga- 
tion, the  difficulty  was  traced  to  the  suction  tub  at  the 
system's  inlet  at  Pinnacle  Pond  which  hod  built  up  an 
excessive  amount  of  iron  as  the  result  of  rusting.  A 
new  tub,  specially  fabricated  of  stainless  steel,  was  in- 
stalled which  should  eliminate  the  problem  for  all 
time.  The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  thanks  to  the 
many  persons  who  donated  their  time  and  efforts  to 
the  solution  of  this  problem. 

Expansion  of  the  system  has  continued  to  be  rather 
rapid,  with  the  addition  of  2,519  feet  of  6"  and  8" 
mains  in  the  Pleasant  View  Terrace  and  Heather  Hill

Developments.  This  main  was  installed  by  the  Devel- 
opers at  their  own  expense,  under  supervision  of  the 
Precinct,  and  the  Department  has  installed  3  new  hy- 
drants on  these  mains.  A  total  of  25  new  services  were 
installed  on  the  system  as  a  whole. 

In  addition,  the  system  has  been  improved  by  the 
replacement  of  300  feet  of  old  2"  and  3"  main  on  High 
Street  with  a  new  6"  main  and  the  transfer  of  the  serv- 
ices to  the  new  main.  The  metering  program  was 
continued  with   the   installation  of  53  meters  bringing 

57 


fhe  total  number  of  metered  customers  to  166.  It  is  the 
Precinct's  intention  to  install  approximately  the  same 
number  each  year  until  the  system  is  completely 
metered.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

CENTRAL  HOOKSETT  WATER   PRECINCT 

HOOKSETT,   N.  H. 


The  system  has  completed  its  metering  program 
and  we  feel  that  this  was  a  good  step  towards  conserv- 
ing water  as  it  should  stop  unnecessary  waste  of  water. 
This  has  proven  itself  in  several  cases  -when  a  custom- 
er complained  of  a  high  bill  and  in  checking  it  out  it 
was  found  that  a  leaking  toilet  was  the  cause;  when  this 
was  repaired  the  bill  then  came  back  to  normal. 

We  extended  our  main  approximately  3,000feetand 
installed  two  new  hydrants.  We  also  completed  the 
emergency  connection  between  the  Industrial  Park 
System  and  ours.  This  helps  both  systems  in  case  of 
breakdown  or  for  tank  maintenance. 


We  plan  \x>  have  our  standpipe  reconditioned  this 
year  -  also  replace  the  bowl  assembly  on  No.  1  pump. 
This  pump  has  been  in  service  for  II  years  without 
failure  and  we  feel  that  it  is  time  to  service  it. 

We  are  negotiating  at  the  present  time  for  an  agree- 
ment for  our  new  well.  We  hope  to  have  the  terms 
settled  soon. 

In  closing,  I  want  to  thank  the  commissioners  and 
the  people  of  the  precinct  for  their  cooperation  and 
understanding.  I  think  that  you,  the  people,  when  you 
study  our  budget  and  financial  sheets,  will  agree  that 
we  are  operating  efficiently  as  well  as  progressively. 
I  also  want  to  thank  Mr.  Harold  Gaw  for  being  our 
moderator  and  to  say  we  regret  that  he  will  no  longer 
be  available.  A  new  moderator  will  be  voted  in  at  the 
annual  meeting.
